STUDENTS MAY MEET WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF COLLEGES AND 


UNIVERSITIES TO FIND OUT WHAT SCHOLARSHIPS ARE AVAILABLE!

"TODAY WE FIND THAT THE PEOPLE AT THE BOTTOM OF THE 
ECONOMIC SCALE AND AT THE TOP REALLY ARE NOT TOO MUCH 
CONCERNED, IF THEY HAVE THE ABILITY TO GO TO COLLEGE, TO 
RECEIVE SOME STIPEND. THESE PEOPLE HAVE MONEY AVAILABLE.

“THERE ARE VARIOUS TYPES OF SCHOLARSHIPS AVAILABLE FROM THE 
DIFFERENT COLLEGES AND EACH ONE HAS A DIFFERENT SET OF 
CRITERIA. AT THE UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO, FOR EXAMPLE, WE 
KNOW OF ONE CALLED THE MYRA GAIN SCHOLARSHIP. SHE 
ESTABLISHED IT IN HONOR OF HER FATHER WHO WAS A SCHOOL 
SUPERINTENDANT IN FIVE DIFFERENT CITIES IN FIVE DIFFERENT 
STATES. NOW YOU MUST COME FROM ONE OF THESE DIFFERENT STATES 
TO BE ELIGIBLE TO APPLY FOR THIS SCHOLARSHIP. IN OTHER 
CASES THERE ARE CERTAIN INSTANCES WHERE YOUR FAMILY MUST BE 
EMPLOYED BY A GIVEN COMPANY AND IF THIS IS SO THEN YOU'RE 
ABLE TO GET A SCHOLARSHIP. THE POLISH NATIONAL ALLIANCE, 
FOR EXAMPLE. IF YOU'RE OF POLISH EXTRACTION, YOU CAN GET
